New “Qualifications” for the Ministry 


What qualifies a man to preach the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ? Only God can qualify him, but there 
are evidences of God’s having done this, which men 
properly consider when calling a man to become pastor 
of a church. Some years ago a church near Phila- 
delphia was looking for a minister, and the congre- 
gation instructed the committee to consider only such 
men as held unreservedly to belief in the whole Bible 
as the Word of God, the deity of Christ, the virgin 
birth, his blood atonement as the sinner’s Substitute 
and Saviour, his resurrection from the dead, and other 
similar fundamentals of the evangelical Christian faith. 
This resulted in the calling of a Bible-preaching, soul- 
winning pastor, and the church to which he came has 
witnessed the salvation of many souls and a steady up- 
building and growth. A reader of THE Sunpay 
ScHoo. TIMEs sends a newspaper clipping that tells 
a story of striking contrast. An Ohio church has 
just called a minister who qualified on nine points in 
a rating beyond all other candidates, being “selected 
on a strictly scientific basis” as a university professor 
declares. Some of these nine points included: “Spirit- 
uality —but this -doesn’t mean belief in the virgin 
birth, or any of the other dogmas of the ofd church, 
such as Jonah and the whale. If candidates professed 
belief in any such ideas they were marked off on the 
first point.” Other points were Intellectuality, Scholar- 
liness, Adaptability, Poise, Personality, Tolerance and 
Sympathy, Vision, Appeal to Youth. The minister, 


according to these qualifications, should “enjoy the 
same things that a college professor does,’ have a 
good “stage presence,” his suit should always be 
pressed and his shoes always shined, he should have 
tolerance for all religious sects. The minister chosen 
“scored ninety-three per cent out of a possible hun- 
dred, outstripping the other candidates by a large 
majority.” It is a relief to turn from this to Paul’s 
word and prophecy to ministers: “I charge thee there- 
fore before God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, ... 
Preach the word. ... For the time will come when 
they will not endure sound doctrine. . . . But watch 
thou in all things, ... do the work of an evangclist, 
make full proof of thy ministry” (2 Tim. 4: 1-5).

What Only Christians Have 


Almost all religions tell men something of what 
they ought to do; Christ alone can enable men to do 
it. Apart from any religion at all there are systems 
of human efforts and philosophy that have many ad- 
mirable things. Men can know a great deal about true 
duty without ever having heard of Christ or the Gos- 
pel. For we must not forget that man was made in 
the image of God, and every man knows something 
of what God wants him to do. But there is only one 
way by which man can do what he knows he ought 
to do. That way is Christ. Without Christ as their 
Saviour, Life, and Lord, men are powerless before 
sin; they are the bondslaves of sin; they must sin 
whether they want to or not. When Christ is re- 
ceived the bondage is broken, the shackles drop away, 
the new life from above is God’s own life; and power 
to do the humanly impossible is freely given. Arch- 
bishop Trench, like many others, called attention to 
this “great gulf between the saying and the doing, 
which never till in Christ was effectually bridged 
over.” He reminds us that “the Christian speaker 
in that beautiful dialogue, the Octavius of Minucius 
Felix, exactly hit the mark when, to characterize the 
practical of Christian life as distinguished from the 
speculative of heathen philosophy, he exclaimed of 
that sect everywhere spoken against, to which he be- 


Is God Through 


HERE are people, even Christians, who think 

that there is no earthly future for the Jew. A 

reader of THE SuNpAy ScHoor Times has written 
a vigorous letter to this effect. It was called out by an 
editorial note published here some time ago, on “The 
Peril of Anti-Semitism,” which said: 


“Anti-semitism is a deadly boomerang. Every 
nation that has ever used this weapon has already 
been, or will yet be, fatally wounded by it. Arthur 
Brisbane, brilliant journalist, called attention recently 
to the political program of a popular German named 
Hitler, leader of an important party in Germany. 
His program ‘includes annulment of the Treaties of 
Versailles and St. Germain, no more reparations pay- 
ments, a powerful German Army such as Germany 
used to have, profit-sharing for workmen, national 
ownership of industry, and “a nationwide program to 
disfranchise or drive from Germany all the Jews.”’ 
Mr. Brisbane comments: ‘Before proceeding with 
the Anti-semitic idea, Hitler should inform himself 
as to what happened to Portugal when that country 
drove out all the Jews, sending them to Holland and 
England, and what happened to Holland and England 
after the Jews arrived, in the way of prosperity.’ 
It is good to see this comment from a newspaper 
writer of nation-wide influence. A word that God 
spoke about 1920 B. C. still holds in A. D. 1930. He 
said to Abram: ‘I will bless them that bless thee, 
and curse him that curseth thee’ (Gen. 12:3). God 
has never taken that word back, and he never will. 
More than a thousand years after his word to Abram, 
God said through Isaiah to Israel: ‘Can a woman 
forget her sucking child, that she should not have 
compassion on the son of her womb? yea, they may 
forget, yet will I not forget thee. Behold, I have 


longed, Non cloquimur magna, sed vivimus’ (“We do 
not speak great things, but we live them”). Every child 
of God may say this, not with egotism or any pride or 
self-sufficiency, but as Paul said it: “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth me” (Phil. 4:13).

As a Criminal Faced Execution 


When is it too late, in this life, for God to sav2 
a soul? Never, if that soul turns in faith to Christ, 
It was not too late for the dying thief on the cross 
to get saved —and he was saved. From that day to 
this convicted criminals have been saved just before 
justice had to take their life as required by law — 
God’s law and man’s. A notable instance occurred in 
the experience of an eminent divine of the Church of 
England, William Perkins, who lived in the sixteenth 
century. A Cambridge University graduate, highly 
intellectual but profligate as a young man, he became 
a minister of the Gospel and did amazing work among 
the prisoners in Cambridge Jail. ‘On one occasion, 
perceiving a young man who was about to ascend the 
ladder to be executed exceedingly distressed, he en- 
deavored to console him, but to no effect. He then 
said, ‘Man, what is the matter with thee? Art thou 
afraid of death?’ ‘Ah! no,’ said the malefactor; ‘but 
of a worse thing.’ “Then come down,’ said Mr. Per- 
kins, ‘and thou shalt see what the grace of God can 
do to strengthen thee. Mr. Perkins then took him 
by the hand, and, kneeling down with him at the 
foot of the ladder, so fervently acknowledged sin, its 
aggravations, and its terrible desert, that the poor 
culprit burst into tears of contrition. He then pro- 
ceeded to set forth the Lord Jesus Christ as the 
Saviour of every believing penitent, which he was 
enabled to do with such success that the poor creature 
continued indeed to shed tears; but they were now 
tears of love, gratitude, and joy, flowing from a per- 
suasion that his sins were cancelled by the Saviour’s 
blood. He afterward ascended the ladder with com- 
posure, while the spectators lifted up their hands and 
praised God for such a glorious display of His sov- 
ereign grace.”

graven thee upon the palms of my hands ... I will 


contend with him that contendeth with thee, and I will 
save thy children. And I will feed them that oppress 
thee with their own flesh; and they shall be drunken 
with their own blood, as with sweet wine: and all 
flesh shall know that I the Lord am thy Saviour and 
thy Redeemer, the mighty One of Jacob.’” 


With this a reader takes sharp issue, and his letter, 
in part, is as follows: 


I have read your editorial on “The Peril of Anti- 
Semitism.” I note how admirably you choose your 
Scripture quotations to illustrate and clinch your 
points. But the Bible, Old as well as New, more 
powerfully condemns the Jew than ever a Hitler or a 
Roman did. And what is more, this eternal con- 
demnation has already rested on him for 2,000 years 
and more, and will so rest we may well judge to the 
end of time. When you quote God's Word to the 
effect that in Abraham shall all nations and families 
of the earth be blessed and that a curse shall rest 
upon any who curse him you quote a Scripture that 
was completely fulfilled in the words from the cross, 
“It is finished.” 


There is no greater enemy of American childhood, 
American womanhood, American manhood, and the 
American home than the Jew. We have proof of this 
in every large city in the land. In the face of your 
editorial I want to tell you the most subtle enemy 
of all that we as Americans love best is the Jew. 
It stands a menacing fact that will not down. To our 
laws, our manner of life, our best cherished and best 
institutions he is, ever has been, and ever will be, at 
enmity. His history is writ in full in one word 
“LOST.” Lost in the more deplorable sense of the 
word, Lost as a soul is lost. 


When the Lord told the two disciples on the road 
to Emmaus how he had fulfilled the Scriptures, he 
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took in those you misquote and misjudge as helpful 
to a God-discarded, disloyal, and forever outcast peo- 
ple. You might just as well try to bring back Baby- 
lon and Nebuchadnezzar, Nineveh and Shalmaneser, 
Nero and Rome, as to waste editorial space on’ the 
Jew. He is merely an unburied bygone leit to fill 
the world with his stench. You need not accuse 
Hitler nor the world for his condition. He made it 
so himself, and his outraged God put the law in force 
on him, and he will most likely keep it there. Like 
the crime the Jew stands for, it seems impossible 
either to reform or eradicate him. His own intoler-_ 
able egotism in — the Almighty prevents his 
reformation. He took from the Bible a religion that 
is doing more to curse mankind today than the mis- 
taken worship that Mohammed claimed -to glean from 
it. Judaism, which Jesus destroyed, as a living d 
thing is more stenchful than paganism in its worst 
form, The Wailing Wall should be removed from 
erusalem to the heart of darkest Africa and every 
ew on earth should be forced to go to it and never 
return, if he will not reform his character. 

The idea that the Jew should have, own, and live 
in the Holy Land is about as preposterous and absurd 
as your Scriptural defense of him. The Holy Land 
is only such to the whole world today, exclusive of the 
Jew, because of Nazareth, Bethlehem, and its manger, 
Calvary and the Holy Sepulcher; and what use 
the Jew for any of them? He would treat them far 
worse than the Turk ever has done, as an outrage 
and diabolical insult to Christianity and a Christian 
world, — he would destroy every trace of them. And 
yet you say God is with him and pronounce a woe 
upon any nation that is against him. You wrongly 
interpret. God and his holy Word when you interfere 
with his eternal. judgments; May the Lord in mercy 
take the scales from your eyes as he did from Saul’s.-

With many of this writer’s excited statements THE 
Sunpay ScHoot TIMEs is in hearty agreement. For 
example, it is quite true that the Bible in both Old 
and New Testaments “more powerfully condemns the 
Jew than ever a Hitler or a Roman did.”

What Was “Finished” at the Cross? 


Tue Sunday ScHoot Times is charged with jug- 
gling with the Word of God and with “carefully” 
and “admirably” choosing Scripture quotations to 
“illustrate” and “clinch” its points. What shall be 
said of the critic who employs the words, “It is fin- 
ished,” uttered by our Lord on the cross, to prove the 
temporary character of God’s unconditional promise to 
Abraham and his seed? Those words refer plainly to 
the redemptive work committed by the Father to his 
Son, that he might bring many sons unto glory. That 
task was so completely accomplished as to leave noth- 
ing to be added to it. But the Lord was not, on the 
cross, contradicting what he had said earlier as to the 
future of Israel. 

Again, one must freely acknowledge that much that 
this reader says against the present-day Jew is true. 
By nature the Jew is not essentially different from 
other men. It is not, however, fair to charge the Jew 
with all the ills of humanity; for Gentiles as well as 
Jews are sometimes found among what are now desig- 
nated, : particularly in Chicago, as “public enemies.” 
And it is important to remember that our debt to the 
ew is enormous. All we have that is worth while 

come to us through the Jew. The Bible is a Jew- 
ish book from start to finish; without it we should 
not have any of the things we treasure in what is 
called. Christian civilization. Our Lord himself was 
—and still is—a Jew. Disraeli’s retort in the Brit- 
ish House of Commons is in ‘point here. Replying to 
- somebody’s sneering remark that Disraeli— then Prime 
. Minister -— was a Jew, he said: “Mr. Speaker, I am 
“not greatly concerned with the gentleman’s reference 
to my Jewish origin, when I remember that one half 
the Christian world worships a Jew and the other half 
a Jewess.” ‘ 

Do Jews ever make good Christians? Paul was a 
‘Jew, and so were Peter, James, John, and all the 
‘apostles; and all through the centuries since their time 
the world has been blessed by Hebrew Christians with- 
out number; there is always the “remnant according to 
the election of grace.” And let us not forget that 
the saved among the Gentiles are only another “rem- 
nant according to the election of grace.” 

Nor is it fair to compare unregenerate Jews with 
regenerate Gentiles. If we must make comparisons, let 
it be between unsaved Jews and unsaved Gentiles, or 
between saved Jews and saved Gentiles. In such a 
comparison the Jew will make a good showing. 

But much of all this is aside from the critic’s main 
contention, which is that God is through with the 
Jew, and that Israel as a nation has no future in the 
plans and purposes of. God except to abide under his 
‘eternal condemnation.” Is that true? 

As serving his own ‘purpose, the critic ought not to 
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have referred to what our Lord “told the two disciples 
on the road to Emmaus”; he should have avoidéd that 
interview altogether. For when our Lord told his dis- 
ciples “how he had fulfilled the Scriptures” he by no 
means included those Scriptures quoted by THe Sun- 
pAY ScHoot Times “as helpful” to God’s ‘ancient peo- 
ple. To the contrary, the-Lord sharply rebuked his 
disciples for their failure to believe these same “help- 
ful” Scriptures. 


Then he said unto them, O fools, and slow of 
heart to believe ALL that the prophets have 
spoken : 

Ought not Christ to have suffered these things, 
and to enter into his glory? 4 

And beginning at Moses and all the prophets, he 
expounded unto them in ALL the scriptures the 
things concerning himself... 

And he said unto them, These are the words 
which I spake unto you, while I was yet with you, 
that ALL things must be fulfilled, which were 
written in the law of Moses, and in the prophets, 
and in the psalms, concerning me. 

Then opened he their understanding, that they 
might understand the scriptures (Luke 24: 25-45). 


When will God’s people learn the lesson conveyed 
here? The eafly disciples believed a part of the 
Scriptures and rejected the other part; and present-day 
disciples are believing that part rejected by the early 
disciples and rejecting that part believed by them. 


Israel’s Place in Prophecy 


According to 1 Peter 1:11 the double theme of the 
Old Testament prophets consisted of “the sufferings of 
Christ, and the glory that should follow.” The early 
disciples failed to believe in “the sufferings of Christ,” 
believing only in “the glory that should follow.” To- 
day the great mass of Christendom is believing in the 
already accomplished “sufferings” but refusing to be- 
lieve in the yet future “glory.” For the “sufferings 
of Christ” were all fulfilled in his first advent, and 
“the glory that should follow” is to be manifested at 
his second advent. Let us pray for grace to “believe 
ALL that the prophets have spoken”! 

But, some one may ask, what has all this to do with 
the future of the Jew? Much every way. For in the 
oracles of God committed unto them the people of 
Israel figure with their Messiah as the theme of these 
oracles. He and they are linked together, and their 
“sufferings” and “glory” are indissolubly joined to his 
“sufferings” and “glory.” It is impossible to “believe 
ALL that the prophets have spoken” concerning him 
without at the same time also believing “ALL that 
the prophets have spoken” concerning them. They 
(justly), as well as he (unjustly), have suffered in ful- 
fillment of Scripture; and they, as well as he, will 
surely be glorified in fulfillment of Scripture. 

Let us observe this principle as illustrated in the 
word of prophecy. Look for example at Isaiah 9: 6, 7: 


For unto us [Israel, of course] a child isr born, 
unto us [Israel] a son is given (v. 6). 


So far, the prophecy has been fulfilled. Unto Israel 
the Child was born in Bethlehem, and unto Israel the 
Son was given up to the death of Calvary — which, 
mind, was “to the Jew first” (Rom. 1:16). “God 
so loved . .. that he gave.” Now, let us go on: 


And the government shall be [not is, but shall 
be] upon his shoulder: and his name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty God, 
The Father of the Ages [literally], The Prince of 
Peace (v. 6). 


It will not do to “spiritualize” this prediction into 
a promise fulfilled in the Church, for the following 
verse forbids: 


Of the increase of his government and peace 
there shall be no end, UPON THE THRONE 
OF DAVID, AND UPON HIS KINGDOM, to 
order it, and to establish it with judgment and 
with justice from henceforth even for ever. THE 
ZEAL OF JEHOVAH WILL PERFORM 
THIS (v. 7). 


On this passage Dr. Scofield well says that “the 
‘throne of David’ is a phrase as definite, historically, 
as ‘throne of the Czsars,’ and as little admits of 
‘spiritualizing.’” But “the throne of David” is a 
Jewish throne. It is always in Scripture associated 
with the Jewish people, whether relating to past, or 
present, or future. In the promise to his virgin mother 
it was declared that the Son to be born of her should 
ascend “the throne of his father Dayid: and he shall 
reign over the house of Jacob” (Luke 1: 32, 33). 

Take another example to show how the promises 
link together Christ and Israel, in Jeremiah 23: 3-8: 


And I will gather the remnant of my flock out 
of all countries whither I have driven them, and 
will bring them again to their folds; and they 
shall be fruitful and increase. 


This third verse, togethe: with the fourth, has to 
do with the people. But now read on: 


Behold, the days come, saith Jehovah, that I 
will raise unto David a righteous Branch, and a 
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‘King~-shall-reign-and prosper, and. shall execut 

judgment’ and justice in the earth. bese 

This of, course refers to Messiah. In the next 
verse Messiah and Israel are both seen: 


“In his days Judah shall -be saved, and Israel 
shall dwell safely: and this is his name whereby 
he shall be called, JEHOVAH TSIDKENU (our 
Righteousness), 


Then follows the prediction of the great exodus, 
bringing the people of Israel out of all the nations 
of the world—so great an exodus as to blot the 
exodus under Moses out of mind: 


Therefore, behold, the days come, saith Jehovah, 
that they shall no more say, Jehovah liveth, which 
brought up the children of Israel out of the land 
of Egypt; but, Jehovah liveth, which brought tp 
and which led the seed of the house of Israel out 
of the north country [meaning Russia, where. half 
of them are now living], and from all countries 
whither I had driven them; and they shall dwell in 
their own land. 


The new covenant for Israel is promised in Jeremiah 
31: 31-40, too long a passage to be quoted fully here. 
God has pledged his word that one day the whole 
nation, as a nation, will be born again and turn to 
him, and in that day “they shall teach no more every 
man his ‘neighbour, and every man his brother, saying, 
Know Jehovah: for they shall all known me, from 
the least of them unto the greatest of them, saith 
Jehovah: for I will forgive their iniquity, and I will 
remember their sin no more” (v. 34). In verses 35- 
37 Jehovah bases his promises upon the permanency 
of the sun, moon, and stars. “If those ordinances de- 
part from before me, saith Jehovah, then the seed of 
Israel also shall cease from being a nation before me 
for ever.” 

It is to this wonderful day that Paul points when 
he says (Rom, 11: 25-27): “And so all Israel shall 
be saved: as it is written.” Blindness in part is now 
upon them until the full number is brought in to make 
up the Church— “the fulness of the Gentiles.” The 
blindness is not complete, for it is only “in part,” and 
it is not final, for it is only “until.” This, let us 
mark, is in the New Testament, where all these 
promises of the Old Testament are confirmed. 


Why Israel Has Not Perished 


The “embarrassment of riches” is upon us as we 
consider the Biblical evidence concerning Israel’s 
future. The word of prophecy is full of such evidence. 
God does not intend that we shall forget his program 
for Israel; and “the sure mercies of David” will cer- 
tianly be accomplished “in due time.” But for God’s 
eternal and unshakable promise Israel must long ago 
have perished as a nation. But that cannot be, for 
it is written, “This generation [that is, this people, 
the nation of Israel] shall not pass, till all these things 
be fulfilled” (Matt. 24:34). These words, from the 
mouth of the True and Faithful Witness, follow his 
“Verily I say unto you,” and are followed by his 
“Heaven and earth shall pass away, but my words 
shall not pass away.” 

Of course, Israel has been in many ways a curse, 
as well as a blessing, to the world. How can-this 
nation bless the other nations while groping in the 
blindness of unbelief and walking far from God in 
oe But all this will be changed, for God has said 

at 


“St shall come to pass, that as ye were a cursé 
among the nations, O house of Judah, and house 
of Israel; so will I save you, and ye shall be a 
blessing. . . . Thus saith Jehovah of hosts; In 
those days it shall come to pass, that ten men shall 
take hold out of all languages of the nations, even 
shall take hold of the skirt of him that is a Jew, 
saying, We will go with you: for we have heard 
that God is with you” (Zech. 8: 13-23). 


And Paul declares that this “receiving of them” will 
be to the world as “life from the dead” (Rom. 11:15; 
compare Isa. 60: 3— “the brightness of thy rising’). 

This thing is of God. He has punished them, and 
he will restore them. “He shall cause them that come 
of Jacob to take root: Israel shall blossom and bud, 
and fill the face of the world with fruit” (Isa. 27:6), 
Then they “shall be named the Priests of Jehovah: 
men shall call them the Ministers of our God.” “They 
shall call them, The holy people, The Redeemed of 
Jehovah: [and their holy city Jerusalem shall then 
be called] . . . Sought out, A city not forsaken” (Isa. 
61:63 62:12). Then Israel and Judah will be united 
into one kingdom, under one King (Ezek. 37:22), 
dwelling in peace in their.own land. “Yea, I will re- 
joice over them to do them good, and I will plant 
them in this land assuredly WITH MY WHOLE 
HEART AND WITH MY WHOLE SOUL” (Jer. 
32:41). There is nothing else in the Bible like this 
promise. What other thing has Jehovah promised to 
do with his whole heart and with his whole soul? 

And “God is not a: tman, that he should lie; neither 
the son of man, that he should repent: hath he said, 
and shall he not do it? or hath he spoken, and shall he 
not make it good?” (Num. 23: 19.) 

Let us believe God. 
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ANY years ago when I was a medical student, 
M a young woman whose name I have forgotten, 

on her way to China, visited our church and 
gave the young people a plan of Bible study that con- 
templated studying each chapter seventeen times. I 
had been a regular reader of the Bible for a long 
time, but had no definite plan; so I began with this 
plan, giving the first half hour each morning to this 
devotional study. I began with the Book of Acts; 
then took the Epistles in their chronological order ; 
and then other books of the Bible. It helped to de- 
velop a habit of daily Bible study that continues until 
today — but a half hour a day is too little now to 
satisfy the appetite for the Word of God that has 
been created; it takes at least two hours every morn- 
ing now, and then I am always sorry when the time 
has come to go to breakfast and the day’s duties! 
The plan has been modified somewhat now for my 


- own needs, but the general scheme is basic. 


The plan is so simple that any young person can 
follow ‘it, and yet it is comprehensive enough to engage 
the undivided attention and closest thought of the 
most advanced Bible student. 

One must remember, however, that no mere plan is 
sufficient in itself. It is only a means to an end. The 
essentials for Bible study are prayer, repetition, system, 
and obedience. We knew a man who could quote pages 
of the Bible, but he died cursing God; he had studied 
the Bible only to criticize it. Prayer must precede, 
must be mingled with, must follow your Bible study 
if it is to benefit you most. 

Repetition is essential. Just because the Twenty- 
third Psalm is familiar to you, do not neglect it; your 
next study of it will bring you some gem you never 
dreamed you could have overlooked before. 


What Is the Best Time for Study? 
Systematic study is far superior to sporadic study. 


Have a time, a place, a pencil, a notebook, as well as 
a plan. Probably the best time is in the early morn- 
ing when your mind is fresh and the duties of the day 
cannot crowd this time out. Select your own time, 
and the time that suits you best; and then keep it 
inviolate; except in great emergencies let nothing in- 
terrupt that time of study and prayer. 

Shut in with God in the secret place; 

There in the Spirit beholding His face; 

Gaining new power to run in the race — 

I love to be shut in with God. 


The very act of making notes impresses the truth 
upon one’s mind; and i#is helpful to look back some- 
times on what you thought and to see how you have 
advanced in spiritual perception. 

Obedience is the capstone; unless you obey God, 
he will not reveal another secret to you; but if you 
do, he will lead you farther and farther into the fields 
where his richest treasures lie. 

As for the plan suggested above, it is as follows: 


1. First Impression—Read the chapter through care- 
fully and write down your first impression received. 
The first impression received on reading Acts 1 is 
that power comes with the Holy Spirit. On reading 
Joshua 1 it is that true success comes only through 
keeping God’s word. 

2. Name.—After reading the chapter again, write 
in your notebook some name for this chapter which 
will best convey to your mind the contents of the 
chapter. For example, the seventeenth of Matthew 





- would be the “Transfiguration” chapter; the Twenty- 


third Psalm is the “Shepherd” Psalm; 2 Samuel 7 
would be the “Davidic Covenant” chapter. 
3. Date—Determine as accurately as possible the 


date of writing, or the date of the events recorded; 
and note it in your book. 


4. Author.—Determine, as best you can, the author 
of the chapter. It helps in understanding it to know 
who the writer is, that you may have his background. 

5. Best Verse—Read the chapter again carefully, 
and select and record in your notebook the best verse, 
in your opinion. This will often be very difficult to 
decide, and will require concentration of all your men- 
tal and spiritual powers. If you are studying with a 
group. each one of the group may have selected a dif- 
ferent verse as the one which appeals most strongly 
as the best verse, and an interesting discussion may 
follow as each one gives the reasons why his or her 
particular verse was selected. 

6. Key Verse—Read the chapter again and select 
the key verse; that is, the verse which is the key to 
the contents of the chapter; or in other words, which 
when read will suggest to you the contents. For ex-

A Practical Plan for Personal Bible Study 


By Marion McH. Hull, M.Sc., M.D. 
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Dr. Hull is an exceptionally busy man. He has a 
regular medical practice and office hours — which 
is enough for many doctors. But in addition he 
is superintendent of the large North Avenue Pres- 
byterian Sunday School in Atlanta; writes the 
Sunday-school lesson every week for a newspaper; 
is active in a Southern evangelistic association ; 
and has established a Christian day school in 
Atlanta, which now ranks high as a preparatory 
school. He has learned Greek and Hebrew in his 
“spare” time. Yet with all these duties he man- 
ages to find two hours a day for personal Bible 
study! His plan of study, descri in this article, 
may be easily adapted to fit the time and circum- 
stances of busy people, and it will bring great 
blessing to those who use it. 








ample, the eleventh verse of Acts 1—“Ye men of 
Galilee, why stand ye gazing into heaven? this same 
Jesus, which is taken up from you into heaven, shall 
so come in like manner as ye have seen him go into 
heaven” — suggests the ascension and the events just 
preceding it, and the ten days prayer-meeting which 
followed; and these are the contents of that first chap- 
ter of Acts. 


7. Literary Character—Much difficulty in under- 
standing the Scriptures has grown out of the unfor- 
tunate division, too often quite arbitrary, into chapters 
and verses. Suppose Gray’s Elegy should be printed 
in prose and arbitrarily cut up into chapters and 
verses. To Know that it is a poem consisting of a 
certain number of stanzas of four lines each would 
greatly facilitate the understanding of it. Just so, in 
our study of a particular chapter, to know that it is 
a poem, or a narrative, or a parable, or a symbol; 
whether it is historical or prophetic; whether it is a 
warm personal letter or a logically presented argument 
—to know its literary character will often go a long 
way in making its meaning clear to our minds. Study 
the chapter therefore, and make a record in your note- 
book of its literary character. 


8. Persons mentioned.—Make a list of every person 
mentioned in the chapter, with a brief note concerning 
each one. For example, most readers will put The- 
ophilus at the head of their list in Acts 1 because 
most people are very careless readers. “I” should head 
the list; and that is the same person who wrote the 
third Gospel record. You can assume that it was 
Dr. Luke; but to prove it, which can be done, will 
require some wide and deep and long investigation. 
To understand the chapter you should get acquainted 
with the persons mentioned. 

9. Places mentioned—Similarly, make a list of the 
places mentioned. In doing this it will be very helpful 
to have a map before you and to get a mental picture 
of the locations also. Briefly record some outstanding 
fact about the various places. For example, in Acts 
9 you might say of Damascus that it is the oldest city 
of the world today. 


Noting Different Versions and Striking Facts 

10. Comparison of the Authorized Version with the 
Revised Version—Thete are not many changes, but 
some of them are most illuminating, because words 
that had a very definite méaning in 1611 have changed 
in more recent years. For example, in 1 Thessalonians 
4:15 “prevent” in these days means to obstruct, but 
its original meaning (from pre and venire) was to 
go before. So the Revisers have changed it here to 


“precede,” which better coriveys the idea of the Greek 
word. ; 


_ 1. Five Striking Facts—Record five striking facts 
in the chapter. For example, in the twenty-first chap- 
ter of John: 

(1) That Peter and six other of the disciples were 
so disappointed after waiting and waiting in vain for 
the Lord to keep his appointment with them in Galilee 
that they were willing to go back to the old job of 
fishing. 

(2) That men who had been called to take men alive 
were not successful at taking fish dead. 

(3) That the Lord Jesus, after his resurrection, 
cooked breakfast for seven hungry men who had lost 
faith in him. 

(4) That there were just 153 fish in that net, rather 
than 152 or 154. There is a reason. 

(5) That He made Peter confess his love for him 
the same number of times he had recently denied him. 


12, Questions and Difficulties —In almost every chap- 
ter in the Bible you will run across something you 
cannot understand. Do not let that bother you; if 





you could understand it all, you would be as wise as 

who wrote it! So when you do find something 
you do not understand, write it down in the form of 
a question, or state your difficulty. Often the very 
task of putting it in words will answer your question 
or remove the difficulty. But if not, write it down. 
Some day in your further study you will find some- 
thing somewhere else in the Book that will clear the 
matter in your mind as the rising sun clears the mist 
of the early dawn. For example, if you were studying 
Acts 1: 18 and read that Judas “purchased a field with 
the reward of iniquity; and falling down headlong, 
he burst asunder in the midst, and ali his bowels 
gushed out”; and then read in Matthew 27: 3-10 that 
he threw the money down at the feet of the rulers and 
went out and hanged himself, you might have some 
difficulties. But they all clear away when you learn 
that the Greek word for “hanged” is not the usual 
word; that it occurs only here in the Bible; that it 


. never conveys the idea of suspension but of choking; 


and that it is in the middle voice, not the active. It 
simply means “he choked.” “Falling down headlong” 
literally is, “becoming prone.” If a man had a stroke 
of apoplexy on the street he would breathe as though 
he were choking; falling down he might sustain a 
fractured skull, and some of the contents of his skull 
ooze out. Dying, the record might be either death from 
apoplexy, or from fractured skull, or a layman might 
say he choked to death. The records are not contra- 
dictory, but complementary. 

So the voice of the verb “purchased” also conveys 
the truth. Judas died, but there was purchased for 
him a field with the reward of his iniquity. He did 
not actually make the purchase. He threw the money 
on the floor; but the rulers would not accept it; it 
was still his money; so they acted as his real estate 
agents and purchased for him with his money a field 
in which to bury his body. Here again the records 
are not contradictory, but complementary. 

Therefore record your questions and difficulties, and 
wait, until you know more; and you will have your 
questions answered and your difficulties will disappear. 


Threads of Truth to Follow Further 


13. Topics Suggested for Future Study.—In. studying 
any chapter a great many things will come up which 
would take you too far afield if you studied them thor- 
oughly then. Make a note of them to be taken up at 
some future time for further and more detailed study. 
For example, in Acts 1 you would like to know moré 
about the Holy Spirit, and the Second Coming of 
Christ, and the subsequent history of Mathias and of 
the eleven; you would like to study the appearances 
of the Lord Jesus after his resurrection; but if you 
studied all of these in detail now you would get too 
far away from the study of the Book of Acts, which is 
your major interest just then. So note them, and as 
you study further make notes here and there, on sep- 
arate pages of your notebook, of passages that bear 
on them. Before you have finished the Book of Acts, 
you will have gathered a vast amount of material on 
the line of these topics. Your knowledge will be 
cumulative. 


14. Condensation—You have now read your chapter 
at least thirteen times; you know something of its 
contents. Close your Bible, and write the contents 
in as few words as possible. For example, Genesis 1: 
In the beginning God created the heavens and the 
earth. But some catastrophe occurred through which 
the earth (not the heavens) became a desolation and 
chaotic. The chapter records how God brought order 
out of chaos in six “days”; the crowning act of crea- 
tion being man in his own image, to w':.m he gave 
dominion over everything, and an order to replenish 
the earth. Then God rested from his creative work. 

Here the main facts of the chapter are briefly stated 
in your own words. Try to avoid quotation as much 
as possible here. 


15. Analysis—Make an analysis of the chapter. For 
example, Psalm 1: 


1-3—The happy man and his doings. 
4:6--The ungodly man and his destiny. 


16. Verse Study.—In this study of your chapter pon- 
der prayerfully every word and phrase, and try to 
understand its primary meaning; then the lessons to 
be drawn from it. I have studied as long as two weeks 
on one verse. Do not hurry here. It does not matter 
how long you stay in one chapter; you do not have to 
finish the Bible in one year, or even in one lifetime! 
Take time; think; pray; appropriate. 


Let us illustrate this by the One Hundred and Sev- 





ao * 


enteenth Psalm, which is the shortest chapter in the 
Bible, and incidentally, the middle chapter of the 
Bible, 

“Praise the Lord” — Hallelujah — Hallelu-JAH, the 
great name of God. The Psalm begins and ends with 
this same doxology. Do we say and mean Hallelu- 
jah as much as we should? 

“All ye nations.” Why is the Psalmist, a Hebrew, 
calling upon all nations, the hated and looked-down- 
upon heathen, to praise Jehovah? ‘Praise him, all 
ye people” is not repetition, but the poetic parallelism 
of the Hebrew. Paul quotes this verse in Romans 15: 
11 (note the variation in the translation) to prove that 
God’s love and grace were not to be limited to the 
Jewish race, but are for all peoples. But what is the 
occasion for all nations and all the people to praise 
Jehovah? It is stated in the next sentence. There are 
two reasons: 


“For his merciful kindness is great toward us” — 
this. is the first reason::God’s marvelous grace toward 
Israel; From Egypt until now Israel has done every- 
thing that would arouse God’s anger — idolatry, apos- 
- tasy, rejection of his prophets, demanding the cruci- 
fixion of his Anointed; and they will in the future 
accept the Antichrist as their Messiah when he is 
manifested! But God has never given them up. He 
forgave them again and again, and will even yet for- 
| give them when. they turn to him in-repentance. “His 
merciful kindness is great toward us.” “And the truth 
of the Lord endureth forever” —this is the second 
reason: he made Israel certain promises; he will keep 
them. His grace toward them is because of his endur- 
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ing-forever-truth! He will forgive them because his 
word is true; because he promised them certain things. 
He will keep these promises, even if it requires such 
tremendous grace to do so! 


“Hallelu-JAH.” No wonder the Psalmist begins 
and ends with this doxoiogy, as he thinks of God’s 
grace and of God’s iaithfulness! 


17. Personal Result-—Never finish your study of 
any chapter until you have read it over again and 
determined two things: first, what has it taught you 
about God, about Christ, the manifestation of God? 
and, second, what application are you going to make 
to your own heart as the result of your study? 

For example, take this short Psalm we have just 
been considering. What a marvelous God he is, the 
God of all grace! “The Word became flesh and taber- 
nacled among us ... full of grace and truth” (John 1: 
14) is the Holy Spirit’s commentary on Psalm 117. 

Since such grace, founded on absolute and unchang- 
ing truth, is for all people, it is also for me! Oh, thou 
lovely Lord Jesus, help me so to live as to make my life 
as well as my lips a constant, never-ending hallelujah! 

Such is this simple plan of Bible Study. . We have 
not taken a single chapter and used it here for illus- 
tration, as might have been done, but have drawn from 
various portions of the Word of God to show that 
the plan is applicabie to all portions of it. Perhaps 
you have a better plan; then do not change it. But 
if you have no other plan, will you not try this one? 
We are sure a great blessing awaits you.

They had been invited to a friend’s home to partake 
of a buffet supper which was to be foilowed by a talk 
on the “Drama of the Nations.’ Two score had 
responded, including some: little expected, others whose 
parents and friends were sure would not be interested, 
others partly from curiosity or because intimate friends 
were coming to see what this novelty in social enter- 
tainment really was. .And none were more surprised 
than these young people themselves to find that they 
were intensely interested in listening to a comparison 
of Bible prophecy with its fulfillment in current inter- 
national developments. 

Though continued quiet attention indicates that in- 
terest has not waned, the speaker stops, declaring that 
her wrist watch indicates that she has been talking 
for one hour, and now she wishes to know if there are 

uestions any, would like to ask. Forth came the 
Feoailia heterogeneous series of nominal questions 
asked not so much in search of knowledge as a cour- 
teous means of indicating the superior and sophisti- 
cated erudition of the ‘questioner. Questions asked 
with the air of the self-acknowledged independent 
thinker, apparently to indicate not only that they were 
unconvinced but also, by a snappy, unanswerable dem- 
onstration of its folly, to demolish the remotest pos- 
sibility of the modern intellectual giving any serious 
consideration to the claims of the Book. 

“Surely you would not expect any even moderately 
intelligent person to believe the story of Jonah and 
the. whale?” was one collegian’s Big Bertha shell of 
demolition. Quietly and thoughtfully the teacher re- 
plied. that.she believed we. could fortunately now. leave 
the credibility of Jonah to the honest judgment. of 
any reasonable person who would consider all the 
available. evidence, . She then briefly. reviewed the 
evidence, scientific, historical, and archeological, care- 
fully omitting further references to Scripture or to 


Christ’s authentication of the story since the latter 
were not acknowledged authorities with her audience. 
The reply completed, a momentary quiet pervaded 
the group. Their facial expressions showed them 
dazed. They offered no word of rebuttal, or even fur- 
ther question on the subject, but frankly admitted that 
they had heard facts the very existence of which they 
had never suspected. Subsequently the questioner on 
Jonah requested literature and references upon other 
Scriptural topics, declaring that any person who could 
thus. convince, him of the credibility of Jonah might be 
able to throw some light on other moot issues. 
- Another youth spoke up. “Your husband is a col- 
lege and university graduate, a trained scientist, being 
a geologist of some years’ experience, is he not?” The 
teacher -admitting this to be true, the student. inquired: 
“Do his views of .the Bible agree with yours?” The 
teacher’, suggested: that- as said geologist -was- present 
and of lawful age the. question should ‘best be asked 
of him, which was promptly done. The geologist 
thought that, instead ci asking for a blanket endorse- 
ment of-the personal views of .the teacher, of which 
the questioner had but incomplete knowledge, the in- 
quiry should be made more specific, and so he, asked 
what points were troubling the young fellow’s mind. 

He replied, “The numerous contradictions of mod- 
ern science with the statements of the Bible.” 

He was asked to name one or more of the ascer- 
tained scientific facts to which he referred, which he 
was unable to do. 

He was next asked to what statements of the Bible 
he referred as being disproved by science. He did 
not know, but thought there were some in Genesis. 
He could not name them as he had never read the 
book, but had always understood there were lots -of 
contradictions with modern science there. 

The geologist answered that he had never been able 
to fine one of those contradictions of the Bible with 
ascertained scientific fact; that he would be very glad 
to consider any apparent ones. if brought to his atten- 
tion, but that it was too large an order for one eve- 
ning to review all science and the numerous scientific 
references in the Bible in a search for seemingly con- 
tradictory statements to explain. 

Ancther group started an indignation meeting, ask- 
ing why they had been so cheated by the churches as 
never to be giver such interesting information con- 
cerning the Bible in the sermons-and Sunday-school 
lessons to which they had listened as children but had 
subsequently abandoned because they considered them 
too. insipid and deadly. They wanted to know if they 
might not meet again for another similar lecture. This 
idea was endorsed enthusiastically by all who declared 
themselves. Though this had been the idea and hope 
of both teacher and hostess, these had.agreed that no 
such suggestion for further study should come from 
them. . They therefore readily consented to.the re- 
quest of the young people and arranged for a. Sunday 
evening gathering of the same sort in the month fol- 
lowing. ; : 

The meeting described was in November of a year 
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ago. Since then they have met once each month 
except during the summer, enjoyed .a most delicious 
buffet supper. daintily served, listened to an hour’s 
talk, and participated in protracted, lively discussion 
following the lecture. And each time they have asked 
for more. Only two of the original forty have failed 
to return, One of these two, a minister’s. son, told 
the hostess that, while he could not personally answer 
the arguments presented, he had relayed them to his 
father, the rector, who pronounced it all “Bible In- 
stitute teaching” that he could demolish in five minutes 
had he the opportunity. One young man originally 
invited jeered at the idea, but later, after hearing glow- 
ing reports-from friends present, he asked. the, privilege 
of attending and has become most interested. 

Social engagements have caused absences, but the 
actual attendance: continues about two score as vari- 
ous ones‘ have requested invitations: for their friends. 
Parents who thought their sons or -daughters would 
not be interested: later’ became interested ' themselves 
in reports brought home, and several asked: permission 
to attend and see what it was all about and returned 
home only to come again. P 

The original plan was to maintain the teaching along 
impersonal intellectual arid scientific lines for fear the 
audience might take fright at spiritual teaching and: 
so be scared off before their interest was sufficiently 
aroused. A talk on the Christmas Star was given in 
December, and one on the Bible in the British Museum 
in January. But the increasing interést in the ques- 
tions during the subsequent discussions necessitated 
more definite teaching. Such questions as :the follow-: 
ing were asked and discussed. 

“Is Heaven a state or a place?” 

“Is there a hell, and if so could a merciful God send 
men there?” 

“What does God really expect of us?” 

“What is a Christian, anyway?” 

“Why should we study the Bible, and why do you 
think it inspired of God?” 

“Is Christ: coming back, and if so, when?” 

At the February gathering ‘Ten reasons for Study- 
ing the Bible” were outlined. By unanimous request 
the March meeting was devoted to a study of the Old 
Testament prophecies of Christ’s first advent and their 
detailed fulfillment. The realization of the accuracy 
with which the details of Christ’s first appearance were 
prophesied centuries before the historical event led to 
a wonder whether or not there werg New Testament 
prophecies for which we might expect a similar literal 
fulfillment. They therefore asked for a series of talks 
on “The Signs of the Times.” The’ first of these, 
dealing with the Religious Signs and Christ’s Second 
Coming, was given in April, and although. the. young 
people gathered soon after six o’clock for supper it 
was eleven-thirty before the teacher was permitted to 
cease answering questions and go home. 

Several, not content with the limitations of one eve- 
ning a month, have asked for references for reading, 
and two are purchasing Scofield Reference Bibles for 
personal study. 

The society editor of the leading metropolitan daily 
has urged the hostess to permit her: to write up the 
meetings for her column. She could not understand 
why she “be not permitted to feature this most novel 
and interesting idea for Sunday night parties, par- 
ticularly since it is being held at the home of one of 
our older families.” 

And what of results? Time alone will tell. Numer- 
ous sidelights, however, might be given to show 
the power of the Spirit of God to interest the unin- 
terested when given a chance. At the April gather- 
ing one youth came for the first time, merely to accom- 
pany a girl who was there. The effects of too much 
liquor imbibed at a gay party Saturday night and 
Sunday morning had not entirely worn off. He sat 
with heavy eyelids during the early part of the lecture, 
gradually opened his eyes as the talk progressed, and 
before it was over he was giving open-eyed, rapt at- 
tention. When the group was about to disperse the 
question of the date of still another meeting was dis- 
cussed, and a day selected apparently agreeable to all, 
when this young fellow spoke up, “But I cannot come 
that night.” And so the date of the next Sunday night 
buffet supper was changed so that it might be possible 
for him to be there, too.

The Miracle of Bible Circulation

N THE Anglican Church next Sunday, the Second 

Sunday in Advent, is generally known as Bible 
Sunday, and all the congregations are appealed to-in 
support of the Bible Society. One of the most won- 
derful institutions the world has ever known, a society 
which has for its object the printing and publishing 
of the Word of God, without note or comment, and 
since its institution has printed the Word of God in 
whole or in part in nearly six hundred and fifty lan- 
guages, and has issued over four hundred million copies 
of the Scriptures. 

The greatest miracle in the world today is the cir- 
culation of the Bible, easily over twenty million copies 
this last year. Think of it! In this pleasure-crazy, 
speed-mad, dashing, worrying, hurrying. age, with mil- 


lions of professed atheists in the States; and one of - 


the biggest nations in the world anti-God, anti-Christ, 
with every port and station in it closed to the Bible. 
Yet on and on the Bible goes with incredible progress 
at the rate of twelve nmtillion copies a year, and in t'e 
American Bible Society in one hundred and fifty lan- 
guages and dialects, at almost an equal rate. Think 
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--of..it |... Thisever-victorious, .this. perennially advanc- 


ing miracle of literature. The best sellers of today 
are hardly known tomorrow. The skyrocket books 
that glittered twenty-five years ago are many of them 
unknown today. Think of it! . An old book, one of 
the oldest in the world, written in Greek and Hebrew, 
foreign languages, written by Jews in the insularity 
of the most insular confines of the ancient world, and, 
most wonderful of all, the only book in the world that 
has been hounded, persecuted, barred, banned, burned, 
from the days of Diocletian ferocities, through the In- 
quisition tortures to the present-day attacks of athe- 
ism in some form of the foremost nations of the 
world, 

Think of it! Destroyed, yet indestructible; despised, 
yet highly honored; antiquated, yet ever up-to-date; 


good for old women, but beloved by children, and at-, 


tracting the. strongest men of the greatest modern 
nations; .exterminated, refuted, derided, yet passing 
along the ages with a seemingly effortless supremacy 
more poterit than ever. And onward shall be its course, 
despite fraud or force, and whatever: embattled foes, 
stern in their hate oppose, because it is the Word of 
the Lord that endureth forever — the ever-living Word 
of the Living God.

The People’s Popular Bible Class 


Where large numbers of folks from many denominations, and many of no church at all, 
gather on a week night to study the Word

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terest in a Bible class held every Friday night 
in our church. If I narrate the simple happen- 
ings of this enterprise, I may be forgiven for having 
to use the personal pronoun. A 
Several years ago I conducted an evangelistic cam- 
paign in my church in Kansas City. In three weeks 
more than one hundred new me ‘ers were added to 
the church. A large majority were over eighteen years 
of age. Most of them came in on confession of faith. 
After the campaign, the question of assimilating so 
large a group faced me. Praying over the matter, 
I seemed to hear the Lord telling me what to do.: The 
direction was plain: “Take another week-day night, 
open your church, teach the people what you know 
about my Word, -but do not fail to give them the 
whole of it.” I did just what I was told to do. 
A printer friend gave me a few announcements. 
The night selected was Friday. No organization: was 


Ceres in a workers have often expressed in- 


attempted. There were no committees and _ officers 
appointed. I had no idea at all how many would be 
there. Most churches have great difficulty in getting 


members to put Wednesday night in the schedule. 
knew the peril of askingséor another night, so I did 
not ask the church to vote to hold the class. Our 
members were completely absolved of responsibility in 
the matter. They need not attend if they had no desire 
to. The class was non-denominational. People of any 
or no church could come. 

Imagine my amazement on the opening night to find 
over 250 people waiting to commence Bible study with 
me. Our studies covered a “Through the Bible in 
One Season” plan. We began in November and fin- 
ished in May. Interest never flagged. ‘Twenty-three 
men of this class who never did anything for Christ 
before, have since become deacons; a few others have 
turned to lay-preaching ; members have since conducted 
cottage meetings, spoken in prisons, and many more 
are teaching in Sunday-schools. 

Moving to New York to become pastor of the Wads- 
worth Avenue Baptist Church, I wondered if a weekly 
Bible class for anybody and everybody might be at~ 
tempted. On all sides I was assured it could not be 
done. New York was not Kansas City. The Lord 
did not remove the burden on my heart, however. 

In October, 1930, I applied to my Board of Trustees 
for use of our auditorium for a-Friday night popular 
Bible ciass. . These kind-hearted brethren thought it 
best for my reputation that I should hold the class in 
our chapel. Fifty in attendance was their highest ex- 
pectation. “In an auditorium like ours fifty would 
look like nothing,” they said. 

I consented to use the chapel with the proviso that 
should the crowd overflow I might move into the audi- 
torium. They cheerfully consented, admiring my en- 
thusiasm. God -raised up another printer friend who gave 
me some nice announcements, and I sent out a few 
notices. Anyone who. wanted. to go through-the Bible 
with me could. come November 14, at 8 o’clock. At 
three minutes to eight the chapel was crowded to the 
,doors as only one hundred could get in there at 
all. We moved to the auditorium. There were 160 
with us that first night, and the number grew until 
it was over 250. The class was held all last winter. 

The method of study was a weekly assignment in 
Bible reading, designed to keep pace with the synthetic 


outlines I issued each week. The lessons were syste- 
matic ‘subdivisions of the great theme of redemption, 
which is the Bible revelation. 

More than 150 people read through the whole Bible 
in one season. It is inspiring to note the results. 
Pastors have informed me of the benefit this class has 
been to their teachers and officers, There were inci- 
dents like the following: 

A teacher in a local Bible school was discouraged. 
She felt that the responsibility of interpreting the 
Bible was too great for her. . She contemplated putting 
an end to her Christian service. When a friend told 
her of the class, she immediately came. The Bible 
became a new book to her. The synthetic outline en- 
abled her to place the detail, over which she had wor- 
ried so much. 

A man who had not served Christ before went to 
his pastor after the class and asked for an opportunity 
to teach young men the Word of God. The effect 
of the class was felt farther than we know. I received 
communications from friends of those attending the 
class asserting that, while they could not attend, they 
would read the Bible with the class. 

Between six and seven months of intense Bible 
study !- How inspiring it proved to be! No organiza- 
tion, no wide, expensive advertising and extensive pro- 
motion campaign. Just prayer and God and the Book 
and an open church door. I cannot explain where they 
all. came from. Ten different denominations were rep- 
resented last year. There were Jews and Gentiles, 
Catholics and Protestants. 

The Jews came rather furtively. They thought they 
would have to pay. The idea of going through their 
Old‘ Testament Scriptures drew them in. Some stayed 
on and finished the New. Testament with us. We know 
some were saved. 

The People’s Popular Bible. Class is in operation 
again. Our course is a natural successor to the 
“Through the Bible Course.” We are giving the 
Christology of the Bible. It is in three parts. To 
the end of 1931 we studied the “Christology of the 
Old Testament.” In the first quarter of 1932 we are 
studying the “Life of Christ.” Afterward, we shall 
spend some weeks on “The Prophetic Christ.” 

Why cannot we have a great many community Bible 
classes all over the United States, yea, the world? 
The people of God want the Word of God. What an 
opportunity awaits the prophets of the Lord! This 
is the true meaning of Acts 19: 20, “So mightily grew 
the Word of God and prevailed.” 

It is my judgment that we should do all we can 
to deliver Christendom from its abysmal ignorance 
of what the Bible truly contains. This ignorance is 
not ‘confined to unlettered people. A vast number of 
so-called “éducated” people are pitifully ignorant of 
what the Bible teaches. Most modern criticism of the 
Bible is based on an intellectual blindness that amazes 
the informed ‘mind, for it is so utterly lacking in ordi- 
nary. knowledge of facts. The cure for such a circum- 
stance is to exalt the Bible as the torch of Heaven 
and hold it aloft that weary wanderers may guide 
their feet into the paths of- peace aad truth. 

There is a vast need for teachers to set forth the 
facts of the Bible. Much religious education simply 
unfits the mind for Bible reading. There is a course 
in religious education put out by a prominent university 
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which .is. much talked of. In this course you can spend 
two seasons in the introduction to the Old and New 
Testaments. By the time they have finished with this 
skimmed milk, the probability is that the students won't 
want to read the Bible itself at all. What we need 
in Christian education are teachers who will lead the 
people into the Temple of Truth itself without so 
much extraneous meandering. There will be deeper 
interest in Bible study when we leave off talking so 
much “about” the Book and delve into the text of the 
Book itself, 


I should appreciate more highly than I can tell 
the prayerful interest of Sunpay ScHoot Times 
readers in this testimony. The People’s Popular Bible 
Class ought to be a greater witness for God’s Book 
than it is. While our human limitations may hinder 
this, it would be with joy that we might find ourselves 
overruled by the power of God. Holding a metropoli- 
tan Bible class together for months is a stupendous 
task. Surely we are justified in asking for your

- Ini the eighth 
chapter the Lord Jesus witnesses of- himself, in the 
glorious words of the Golden Text, that he is the 
Light of the world and that he will scatter the dark- 
ness for every one who will follow him. In the ninth 
chapter we have the great sign of Christ as the Light 
and the Lightgiver. ‘ : 

Mark is counted the Gospel of action, John the 
Gospel, of deep spiritual teaching. But John also is 
full of action, and there is no account in any of the 
four Gospels more vivid and dramatic and lifelike 
than the remarkable story. in the ninth chapter of 
John of the man born blind. 


The Historical Setting 


Our Lord’s messages at the feast of tabernacles 
(John 7), the incident of the woman taken in adultery, 
and the discourse on Christ as the light of the world 
and the liberator from.sin (John 8), and the healing 
of the blind man (John 9) occur in very close con- 
nection (see exposition of verse 1). This means that 
the miracle occurred in the fall of A. D. 29, about 
six months before the crucifixion of our Lord. 


Verse by Verse 


John 9:1.—And as Jesus passed by, literally, “pass- 

ing by,” indicating that these events follow immediately 
as Jesus goes from the Temple after his discourse and 
his conflict with the Jews. Which was blind from 
his birth. Probably the beggar was making this fact 
known. 
‘ Verse 2—IVhod did sin, . . . that he was born blind? 
In spite of Job, the Jews still clung to the false and 
cruel view that sickness and affliction are always 
punishment for specific sin. The’ disciples probably 
had in mind'the Jewish notion of the babe having evil 
emotions before birth. 


Verse 3.—Neither hath this man sinned, nor his 
parents: Many of our alternatives are like this, both 
wrong! Christ did not mean that they were sinless, 
but that the blindness did not result from any specific 
sin. But that the works of God should be made mani- 
fest in him. He does not explain suffering, but reveals 
how God more than conquers it. 

, Verse.4.— Him that sent me. The twenty-fifth time 
in the that our Lord refers to himself as the 
one “sent” by the Father. ‘ 

, Verse. 5.—As long as I am in the world, I am the 
Hight of the world. Light,.one of the characteristic 
words of the Gospel, occurs twenty-three times. He 
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is always the Light, but in a special way he radiates 
light while in the world in order that men might be- 
come the children of light (8:12; 12:35, 36, 46). 

Verse 6.—He spat ... and made clay . . . and he 
anointed the eyes. Our Lord could heal. with the 
word, but in this case it was altogether appropriate 
to use means, that the man might feel the touch of 
the Saviour’s hand and have a definite thing on his 
part to do to express his faith. Saliva was recognized 
as a remedy for certain eye diseases, not, of course, 
for blindness. 

Verse 7.—Go, wash in the pool. So Elisha sent 
Naaman to the Jordan (2 Kings 5:10). Siloam 
(which is by interpretation, Sent). The Father sent 
the Son to heal our blindness. Christ sends us, first 
for salvation, then to witness. Siloam is identical with 
Shiloah (Isa. 8:6), and Shelah (Neh. 3:15, R. V.), 
and the king’s pool (Neh. -:14), and the modern 
Birket Silwan near the Temple site. The Hebrew 
word meaning “Sent” may refer to Hezekiah’s famous 
conduit bringing the water from the Virgin’s Fountain, 
the ancient Gihon, to this pool (2 Kings 20:20; 2 
Chron. 32: 30). 

Verse 11—A man that is called Jesus. The cor-

Verse 34.—Thou wast altogether born in sins. They 
regarded his blindness an evidence of prenatal sin. 
Dost thou teach us? They are enraged and lose con- 
trol of themselves. And they cast him out. That is, 
they excommunicated him—a terrible ostracism. 

Verse 35.—Dost thou believe on the Son of God? 
Here and in 10:36 Jesus directly calls himself the 
Son of God, but in many other ways he claims this 
oes Mpg means that he is equal with God (see 
5:18). 

Verse 36—Who is he, Lord, that I might believe 
on him? He doubtless recognizes Jesus as the one 
who opened his eyes, and is ready to believe what he 
says. 

Verse 38.—Lord, I believe. And then occurred the 
second and greater miracle. The eyes of the man’s 
heart were opened. And he worshipped him. He 
bows down to him as to his God, just as Thomas said: 
“My Lord and my God.” The word “worship” in 
its various forms is used in the Gospel twelve times 
(4: 20-24; 9:38; 12:20), and always means homage 
that should be paid only to the Creator, as also in 
the twenty-four cases where John uses the word in 
Revelation. See Revelation 22:8, 9. The famous and 
fatal footnote of the Revised Version (suggesting that 
the blind man’s worship was honiage to a creature) 
is one of two tragic blunders that more than anything 
else have marred this most accurate of English ver- 
sions. A great scholar referred to the translation of 
2 Timothy 3:16 as the most calamitous literary blun- 
der of the century. This footnote to John 9:38 is 
not only calamitous but is strangely stupid, for the 
translators have stepped out of their province in in- 
terpreting a word or passage; in this case they griev- 
ously misinterpreted it.1

Yet,-you might be blind—and ignorant 
of the fact: Your physical eyes may be 
all right; but there are blindnesses, apart 
from the physical eyes, which lead to 
much distress. Pe 

I saw a college graduate the other day 
with a match in his mouth. He did not 
know that the chemical matter used in 
the ‘manufacture of matches penetrates 
the wood and that it is very injurious to 
the teeth. In the ‘early days of match 
manufatture the phosphorous fumes 
caused ‘the operatives in the factory to 
have “phossy jaw.” The jawbone actually 
rotted — and very quickly. International 
laws were enacted to safeguard the oper- 
atives from such a dreadfu! fate, but even 
at that, their teeth are soon lost, in spite 
of much dentistry. No match factory 
operative would ever be seen putting a 
match in the mouth; but you will fre- 
quently see people holding a match be- 
tween the lips, or picking the teeth with

about him. I saw a blind man yester- 
day, being led by one of those marvelous 
dogs that are trained to lead blind peo- 
ple about. But just think of having your 
eyes tied on the end of a string and weav- 
ing through space several feet ahead of 
you! Wonderful ds the trained dog is, 
it can only be eyes for a thin line of 
pathway through the crowded street. It 
gets the blind man about, but oh, how 
much he misses seeing! Our Lord had 
great compassion for blind people. It 
seems to me he dealt more tenderly with 
them, as a rule, than with others. He 
restored this man’s physical sight. He 
kept him in view, and later brought him 
out of his far more tragic spiritual blind- 
ness, into the clear light of the -‘knowl- 
edge of the Son of God. “God, who com- 
manded the light to shine out of darkness, 
hath shined in our hearts, to give the light 
of the knowledge of the glory of God in 
the face of Jesus Christ”. (2 Cor. 4:6). 
And the man who was born blind and 
was given his-physical sight said to Jesus, 
“Lord, I believe. And he worshipped 
him” (John 9: 38). 

Then, fellows, some of those Phari- 
sees who saw what the Lord did and 
heard what he said looked at each other 
in a‘startled manner, and said: “Are 
we blind also?” (v. 40.) In spite of their 
good eyes, they were beginning to wonder 
if after all they were missing something. 
Or, they migh. have asked the question in 
derision. All the more blind, if so. 

But the Lord told them their blindness 
was the worst of all, for they: knew the 
truth and refused to accept it. 

So, fellows, blindness in the spiritual 
realm is a vastly worse calamity than 
physical blindness. 
kinds of spiritual blindness —the blind- 
ness of ignorance and the blindness of thé 
will, The Lord Jesus Christ is the rem- 
edy for both. His Word and the light 
of his presence. will. dispel the ‘ignorance. 
Bring him your will and yield it to him, 
and he will make it delight to be lost in 
his own.

Your Class of Girls

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 


The “sign” of. light. for blindness: 
Where? When? Who? Why? What? 


F YOUR girls have really been keep- 

ing the whole Gospel of John in mind 
during this series of lessons, they will be 
ready for such an exact outline for this 
tenth chapter as that suggested above, un- 
der the five questions; and such a plan 
will offer a little variety from the other 
lessor. plans used this Quarter. John makes 
clear use of the feasts of the Jews in dat- 
ing his Gospel. 

Where was our Lord when he did this 
“sion”? The preceding verse (8:59) 
really answers. this question, but a 
stronger connection will be found by re- 
ferring to 7:2-10, which also answers the 
second question, “When?” 

After the feeding of the thousands 
Jesus left Galilee and the crowds there 
—which then in large part left him— 
and went up to Jerusalem to the feast 
of tabernacles, the autumn thanksgiving 
feast of his people. Note that he did not 
gu up to the city with his brothers: “My 
time is not yet come ...I go not up yet 
unto this fea_t” (John 7: 6-8, margin) ; 
but -presently he did go, in such a way as 
to avoid publicity (John 7:10). All that 
we have been studying since then 
curred during those feast days, when! he 
taught so plainly and openly the truth 
concerning himself —note 7:14, 37; 8: 
12, 21, 31 — with the result that the Jews 
( leaders) actually tried to kill him by 
stoning, right there in the Temple. 

This “sign” then was given in the full 
publicity of the time and place of one 
of the great national feasts. Small won- 
der that it created such a stir among the 
Pharisees !

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“the Jews” who by this time were in open, 
declared opposition to him. Your girls 
can scarcely realize the complete helpless- 
ness of such a blind person, in that time 
when no education or training could be 
given to such afflicted ones, hence they 
were dead weights on their families and 
society. 

This man did not even ask the Lord to 
relieve him. 

Why then did he “open” his eyes? It 


| 


was an oft-disputed question, asked by his’ 


own disciples, that called forth Jesus’ an- 
swer to this question, but your girls can 
read that fer themselves (9: 3). Often 
we cannot see why a thing is true, until 
we see that through it God's love and 
power (the “glory” that is himself, his 
character) are thereby revealed to men 
as could not otherwise be done. Is not 
that reason enough to explain many such 
things —to make us glad to suffer for 
such an end, such a purpose? 


What did this “sign” accomplish? First 
of all it gave physical light to those 
poor blind eyes, usefulness instead of 
helplessness to a full-grown man. True, 
it promptly caused him to become an “out- 
cast” from his own religion, but just as 
promptly he found that spiritual light 
which is indeed the Light of the whole 
world! He was cast out of the earthly 
Temple, only to find the true worship of 
him who spoke of his own body as “the 
temple.” The “glory” (true character) 
of God had in truth been made manifest 
to this man, to Jesus’ own disciples, and 
indeed to all the Jews attending that feast. 

But the result of this manifestation to 
them was only additional hardness of heart, 
more wilful blindness. They who would 
not see could not see. “Are we also 
blind?” we do well to ask ourselves.

The last sentence struck the minister 
like a blow.

Ministers are by no means the only ones 
to whom comes the temptation to divide 
interest. In these fast and furious days 
in which we live young people especially 
are assailed by a multitude of activities, 
each of which demands attention and time 
and energy. It is not difficult to decide 
against some of these, when we know that 
they are definitely wrong. But the harm- 
less or good ones, —there is still a host 


4 of these that claim us. There is the work 


of our young people’s society, our Sun- 
day-school work, our school activities, or 
our ciployment, our social engagements, 
—all these call us. 

It is natural that we.should strive to 
give of ourselves wherever we can. There 
is a certain zest and enthusiasm that come 
with being active in many directions. It 
is hard to say, “No,” when we recognize 
that there is a real need for some one to 
give what we can supply.

But the great danger is that, like the 
minister, we shall spread our time and 
energy so thin that there will be no depth 
to us, and nothing worth while will be 
accomplished anywhere. In seeking to be 
faithful to many interests, it is possible 
to be really faithful to none. 

The great apostle Paul recognized the 
importance of concentration of energy and 
singleness of purpose, when he wrote, 
“This one thing I do, forgetting those 
things which are behind, and reaching 
forth unto those things which are before, 
I press toward the goal” (Phil. 3: 13). 

He saw, too, the necessity of faithful- 
ness and perseverance, for we find him 
saying, “Let us run with patience [per- 
severance] the race that is set before us” 
(Heb. 12:1). “So run,” he counsels, 
“that ye may obtain. . .. I therefore so 
run, not as uncertainly; so fight I, not as 
one that beateth the air” (1 Cor. 9: 24, 
26). .

But how are we to know what things 
are of most importance? If we cannot 
de justice to many demands made upon 
us, how are we to know which ones to 
refuse? God gives us a simple rule. We 
find it in Romans 12:1, 2. Utter yield- 
edness to him is the first step, every fac- 
ulty, every desire and ambition brought 
under his control, and with this a whole- 
heart: determination to do his will as 
soon as we know what it is (John 7:17).

Then we need definitely to ask God 
to show us what he considers of prime 
importance. We have his sure promise 
of guidance, for he tells us that “if any 
of you lack wisdom, let him ask of God, 
that giveth to all men liberally and up- 
braideth not; and it shall be given him. 
But let him ask in faith, nothing waver- 
ing” (Jas. 1: 5, Chr, 


We need also the counsel of God’s 
Word in determining how to put first 
things first. It is there that we find the 
inspired record of our great Pattern, the 
Lord Jesus Christ. We see how he “set 
his face as a flint” to do the will of his 
Father, how he permitted nothing to turn 
him aside or hinder him from the great 
purpose for which he came into the world, 
—to die on the cross for the sin of the 
world. 

It is in God’s Word that we read of 
those who trusted God, and how he led 
them step by step into lives of faithful- 
ness and efficient service. From them we 
may learn to avoid their mistakes and to 
trust our loving Father more and more. 
From such men as Paul we may gather 
inspiration and courage that will enable 
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us to say with him, “I count all things 
but loss for the excellency of the knowl- 
edge of Christ Jesus my Lord: for whom 
I have suffered the loss of all things, and 
do count them but refuse, that I may win 
Christ” (Phil. 3:8).

Finally, we need to realize that, after 
all, our faithfulness in itself does not 
4 amount to much. The best we can do 
is so far below what God can do for us 
that» our faithfulness is scarcely worth 
talking about. God expects us to. be 
faithful, but in his faithfulness. “Faith- 
ful is hé that calleth you who also will 
do it” (1 Thess, 5:24), “and the life 
which I now live in the ‘flesh, I live by 
the faith of the Son of God, who loved 
oa and gave himself for me” (Gal. 2: 
26). 

Let-us then give God the chance to 
direct our energies and interests, and to 
reproduce in us the life of the one whose 
name is Faithful and True (Rev. 19: 11), 
and thus make us faithful because we are 
made like him,

‘Here, however, is a small book of 123 


pages, fully illustrated, and most reason- 
able in price, that recounts a number of 
the Old Testament prophecies, and turns 
directly to their literal fulfillment as re- 
vealed in a study of the land of the Book 
as that land is today. Mr. Davis, widely 
known as co-worker with Dr. R. A. 
Torrey, Charles M. Alexander, and Dr. 
J. Wilbur Chapman, in world evangelistic 
tours, and as International Secretary of 
the Pocket Testament League, and as the 
organizer and leader in Million Testa- 
ment Campaigns, made a special trip to 
Palestine in order to prepare what proves 
to be a most. valuable and fascinating 
book. The text is supported by repro- 
ductions of actual photographs, and a con- 
siderable number. of definite prophecies 
and their visible fulfillment come within 
the scope of the fourteen chapters. The 
utterances concerning Tyre and Sidon, 
the heavy judgments predicted for Sa- 
maria, the word concerning Moab and 
Ammon, and certain very significant 


‘prophecies with regard to Jerusalem are. 


indicated, and their fulfillment described 
in detail. It is an excellent book to give 
to anyone who has doubt concerning the 
accuracy and validity of Scripture proph- 
ecy, and to devout Bible readers who may 
need to have handy ammunition in meet- 
ing the attacks of unbelievers. 


An Index to the Holy Bible. (Bible 
Institute Colportage Association, Chicago, 
limp cloth, 35 cents.) It would be diffi- 
cult to imagine more valuable Bible ref- 
ference material packed into such small 
compass as this little book. The Index 
itself, covering some eighty pages of small 
but clear and attractive type, is an un- 
usual combination of Bible dictionary, en- 
cyclopedia, and topical index. Many o 
the paragraphs are in themselves a bit 
of rich exegesis. For instance, under ‘Af- 
flictions” are listed: Afflictions, common 
to fallen man, classified, with references ; 
then Afflictions to the righteous, intended 
for and productive of good; Afflictions, 
duties under: to praise God, and so on, 
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Safety first 


by the annuity agreements 
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with references ; also remarkable instances 
of, and then how to treat those who ‘suf- 
fer; and, finally, Afflictions of transgres- 
sors, classified, with references. There 
are more than a score of these little topi- 
cal studies, interspersed with the other 
reference material, and biographical 
sketches in which are given a brief syn- 
opsis of each Bible character and refer- 
ences where found. In addition to this 
Index, which is the principal feature, 
there are tables listing all the parables, 
miracles, and discourses of our Lord; a 
chronology of the Acts and the Epistles; 
a harmony of the Gospels; a chronology 
of the Old Testament, according to 
Ussher; list of the Kings and Prophets 
of the Old Testament, and an attractive 
section listing the special prayers of the 
Bible, by whom, where recorded, and the 
subject. It will be found a convenient 
and almost indispensable adjunct to the 
study table. 


A Guide to the Study of the Old 
and New Testaments. By J. A. Huffman, 
A.B., D.D. 
Ind., $1.50 postpaid.) Some time ago Dr. 
Huffman was approached by a. State 
Dizector of Teacher Training who was 
concerned over the lack of Bible study 
in public schools, and asked if he would 
outline two courses of study for school 
teachers, one on the Old Testament and 
one on the New, which could be credited 
by the State Department of Education 
as electives in the normal courses for 
common and high school teachers. The 
courses were duly prepared, and the one 
on the Old Testament was adopted by the 
State Board of Education. Later a Bible 
Study Committee was authorized by the 
High School Teachers Association to out- 


¢|-line plans for Bible study in the high 


schools as an elective for credit. This 
also Dr. Huffman was asked to prepare, 
and his course was unanimously approved 
by the Committee and adopted as the 
authorized text for the study of the Bible 
as an elective. for credit in the high 
schools of the state. 

This text, bearing the title given above, 
contains nearly two hundred pages, and 
covers the whole Bible by approaches, 
outlines, notes, and maps, though detailed 
study may be said to end with the Book 
of Acts. Of the Epistles and Revelation 
there is given an outline chart, designat- 
ing title, author, date, to whom written, 
and subject. Excellent maps cover the 
whole field of Biblical geography. 

The book is especially adapted for use 
in public schools, being comprehensive and 


4 free from sectarian bias, yet in the main 


holding to the conservative evangelical 
position. At times the student is referred 
for further study to encyclopedias, and 
a brief but sound bibliography is included. 
This is such a textbook as many have 
wished for, and it is now being used in the 
high schools of several states, while well 
adapted for any school or group or for 
individual study, and it is being used in 
Bible schools, academies, and colleges. 


The Historical Floed. By Lieut. Com- 
mander Trumper of the British Navy. 
(Scripture Literature Press, Bangalore, 
India, 9 pence.) Ina book of twenty-five 
pages are assembled geological, ethno- 
logical, and archeological evidences of the 
fact of the Flood. Hastings’ Dictionary 
of the Bible declares that “the modern 
study of geology and comparative mythol- 
ogy has made it impossible to see in the 
story of the Deluge the literal record of 
an historical event.” Commander Trumper 
has little difficulty in showing that this 
just reverses the truth. The Biblical rec- 
ord dates the. month of the Flood. This 
coincides with our October-November, 
and it is held by many that the feast of 
the dead which is so widely observed 
among aboriginal peoples is a reminis- 
cence of this tniversal death of ante- 
dilavian humanity. “All Souls Day” at 
the beginning of November, which sends 
the Parisian populace to the cemeteries 
with armfuls of chrysanthemums, is the 
emergence in civilization of the same tra- 
dition. 

Mr. Trumper calls attention to the fact 
that most of the undigested remains of the 
Beresovka manmoth’s last meal have 
seeds attached to them. This would in- 
dicate death in autumn, and if it could be 
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proved likewise of the thousands of other 
mammoths and mammals of diverse types 
interred in the vast archaic grave of 
northern Siberia, it would at least be sub- 
stdiary. evidence of the reality of the No- 
achian Flood. 


Light Gleams From the Fourth Gos- 
pel. By R. J. Miller, D.D., LL.D. (Cres- 
cent Press, 405 Penn Ave., Pittsburgh, 
$1.50.) These. twenty-five brief and 
illuminating chapters on the outstanding 
truths of John’s Gospel are well called 
“Light Gleams.” The Sunday-school 
teacher who is so fortunate to be using 
the lessons in John will find here not 
only refreshment for his own mind and 
heart, but many an unusual suggestion or 
interpretation for use in his class.’ In 
most happy and practical ways, and! yet 
always with true scholarship, Dr. Miller 
shows the relation of the great truths in 
John to present-day individual and na- 
tional problems, their relation also to the 
Old Testament Scriptures and to the 
Epistles and the Revelation. A brief key 
passage heads each study, and the heart 
of the message of each chapter of John 
is given in simple, clear, direct style, with 
unusual spiritual discernment. Ministers 
will find rich sermon suggestions here, 
with many striking illustrations. Dr. 
Miller, who for years has been a leading 
writer and editor in his own denomination, 
has made a notable contribution to the

Studies in Romans. By Chester E. 
Tulga. (Union Gospel Press, Cleveland, 
Ohio, $1.25.) Mr. Tulga does not claim 
to have produced either an exhaustive 
treatise or a scholarly commentary. 
Rather has he endeavored to. organize his 
material in such a. way as to aid the lay 
leader. of adult Bible classes and- the 
average individual student. Therefore he 
avoids technical questions and the intri- 
cate theological arguments that have 
arisen over some portions of Romans. 
He freely acknowledges his indebtedness 
tc the authors of the many excellent 
evangelical commentaries on the Epistle. 
Indeed, one of the chief values of his 
book lies in the frequent helpful quota- 
tions from the works of important con- 
servative scholars. To Bible classes that 
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are considering a topic for the study of 
the. winter we cordially commend _ this 
book. More comprehensively and logi- 
cally than any of the other Pauline Epis- 
tles, Romans sets forth the Gospel of 
Christ.. The Christian who, for the first 
time, masters Paul’s glorious argument 
will réceive an unforgettable intellectual 
and spiritual experience. If Mr. Tulga’s 
book stimulates the serious consideration 
of Romans by Bible classes, it will have 
been of great service in a day when much 
of the ineffectiveness of the church re- 
sults from sheer ignorance of the foun- 
dations of our Christian faith.

A New Short Grammar of the Greek | 
Testament. By A. T. Robertson, Th.D., 
D.D., and W. Hersey Davis, Th.D., D.D. 
(Ray Long and Richard R. Smith, Inc., 
New York, $2.50.) The ninth editfor of 
Dr. Robertson’s widely used “Shorter 
Grammar” provides the final link in a 
Robertson-Davis study of the Greek New 
Testament. The student may now begin 
with Davis’ “Beginner’s Grammar,” pro- 
ceed to the volume here under review, and 
complete his studies in Dr. Robertson’s 
exhaustive “Grammar of the Greek New 
Testament in the Light of Historical Re- 
search.” Eight previous editions of the 
“Shorter Grammar” have been textbooks 
for twenty-three years, some of them in 
Italian, French, German, and Dutch trans- 
lation. The present edition divides its 
454 pages into four parts; I, Introduction; 
II, Accidence; III, Building of Words; 
and IV, Syntax. Only Dr. Robertson 
could put into four brief chapters the 
concise history of Greek, and its masters, 
that forms the Introduction. Part II, 
with the exception of paragraphs 301-311, 


bis the work of Dr. Davis: students of his 
“Beginner’s Grammar” will find a mas- 
terly supplement. to that work in this 
section of the “New Short. Grammar.” 
Part III is very brief; but its two chap- 
ters illuminate the problem of root-stem- 
affix relation and set forth, in alphabetic 
order, a list of important “tense-worthy” 
verbs, together with their. principal parts. 
The most important section: of the book 
is Part IV. Here the student enters upon 
a. preparatory schooling in syntax. that 
fits him for constant reference use of 
Dr. Robertson’s “Historical Greek Gram- 
mar.” Each item of:Greek syntax affect- 
ing the New Testament is treated under 
its proper heading. The paragraphs are 
brief, the treatment crystal clear, and the 
examples as carefully chosen as they are 
copious. If the reader would test Dr. 
Robertsen’s genius at«teaching by exam- 
ple let him tutn to the discussion of the 
content of Romans 16:17, set forth on 
page 200, paragraph 324. An eight page 
bibliography puts the reader in touch with 
the latest, as well as the best of the older, 
Greek New Testament helps. In addition 
to Greek and English indexes to words 
and topics' there is an index to the New 
Testament passages treated, especially pre- 
pared by C. J. Allen. No student of the 
‘Greek New Testament who has completed. 
‘his beginners’ year can afford to be: with- 
out this book... Professors will do well to 
introduce it as a textbook for.second year 
students.. It discredits no author to say 
that the “New Shorter Grammar,” antici- 
' -pating as-it-does the advanced “Historical 
Grammar,” takes the place_of any sec- 
ondary grammar of the Greek New. Tes- 
tament now extant. 
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Familiar Talks With Students of the 
Greek New -Festament. ky -}acob 
Vander Meulen, A.M., D.D. (Wm. B. 
Eerdman’s Publishing Co., Grand Rapids, 
Mich., $2.) Were the chapters some- 
what rearranged this book of helpful 
talks would fall into four parts: (1) 
Introduction to the text of the Greek 
New Testament; (2) Word Studies in 
the Greek New Testament; (3) Studies 
in the Speech Parts of the Greek New 
Testament; (4) Christ in the New 
Testament. As it is, eighteen familiar 
talks touch now this, now that phase of 
these New Testament truths, the reader 
everywhere feeling the presence of a 
writer who is at home not only with. his 
Greek New Testament, but with scholars 
of that Book and its language. The 
book is a kind of first course to a spir- 
itual and intellectual feast; it is a com- 
pelling invitation for pastors to take up 
again the Greek New Testament. Inci- 
dentally it clears away not a few diff- 
culties of the English text, meanwhile 
suggesting food for sermon thought. 
With respect to the authorities so fre- 
quently cited the author will do well, in 
a second edition, to follow Dr. Robertson 
more cléstly and speak of the locative 
and instrumental cases where the. present 
volume represents thenr-to be ‘ative; he 
shoyld. qualify. his endorsement of the 
Moffat ‘translation by at least indicating 
its textual liberties, especially its adop- 
tion of the Von Soden Greek text of 
Matthew: 1:18 that. makes Joseph the 
father of our Lord (!).. Occasionally 
the writer argues the right of deciding 
exegesis by theology, while the reverse 
is the proper. procedure.
